DRINK WATER AND THINK WATER 


There is nothing go good to drink in this 
world as water. Any dumb animal will tell you 
that very plainly, and the good Lord did not put 
any tea, coffee or booze in the Garden of Eden. 

Richmond people are squarely up against a 
water problem now, and the quicker it-is solved 
and solved right the better, for as President 
Wolson ‘says, suspense is always worse than an 
actuality. During the next week Richmond has 
not only, got to drink water, more or less, but 
it has got to think water, and the more we 


of the bonds, because the only possible danger 
there may be in the bonds not carrying lies in 
the fact that the voters may not be sufficiently 
educated on this particular subject. 

The main objection is not as to the quality, 
for the quality has been amply shown to be pure 
and wholesome, but to the cost. The sticking 
point with nearly everybody we have talked 
with who are yet in doubt is that the city is 
bonded about enough and that the $2,500,000 
‘asked for a municipally owned water plant and 
system would be an added burden. That is just 
what we thought until we investigated, and now 
we. don’t think so, for the very simple reason 
that there is not going to be any burden., Why? 
Because we as. consumers, when paying the 35 
cents per thousand gallons which we now pay to 
}{ the Peoples’ Water company will save more mon- 
ey, individually, with our own municipally owned 
plant than the interest will amount to which we 
will ‘be called upon to pay, individually. But, 
Says one skeptic, we will some day in the dim 
and distant future be called upon to pay off the 
bonds. Not exactly; that is, not in the way you 
think. The bonds will be paid off years hence, 
a little at a time, out of the monthly water 
rental we will all pay and are now paying, via 
a sinking fund set aside for that purpose each 
year. The only difference will be that instead 
of helping to pay off the Peoples’ Water com- 
pany’s bonds, which you are now doing every 
4Pmonth of your life, you will be paying on your 
own accumulated property instead of somebody 
else’s property, and some day you will own it, 
while under the present way you will never own 
anything. It is just like applying the rent 
money upon the purchase of your home. It takes 
a long while, but you would be paying it out for 
rent anyway, and some day you will own a home 
of your own instead of paying out rent money, 
which never comes back in any form. 

And, in this conneetion, while you are paying 
off the indebtedness on your own supply and 
system, your tax per month will not be over 20 
cents per thousand gallons, while now it is 35 
cents. 

Again, we are assured by those who have 
made this a very deep study, that tne municipal 
system will be self sustaining insiae of a year, 
and this is a fact. The figures and the outside 
contracts promised clearly prove this. Then 
what is there to get seared at? If vou could go 
to the bank and borrow money to go into a busi- 
ness that would not only be self sustaining but 
would of itself take care of and pay off the note 
at the bank, you would be foolish not to do it, 
and this is exactly the same sort of a proposi- 
tion,

facturing concerns have asked this writer within 
the past month if it is not true that the great 
Standard Oil refinery here has to go up to the 
Sacramento river and bring down in barges the 
million and a half gallons per day of water 
which it uses for manufacturing purposes, and 
we had to admit that such is at least partially 
the case. Then they say, ‘‘what will we do if 
we locate a factory there?’’ And our reply has 
been that Richmond is going to bring down the 
Sacramento river to its doors, and then nobody 
will have to go up there and haul it down in 
barges at big expense. 

Municipally owned water works are. being tried 
out all over America, and in almost every in- 
stance they are proving a godsend and boon to 
the people in interest. 

After the first year our taxes will be lower 
tham they are today, and in the meantime you 
will be paying a less water rate per month than 
you are now paying. 

The bonds will take care of themsel ves— 
that is, the plant will pay them off, with inter- 
est, and some fine day in the future we of Rich- 
mond, who Have the welfare of our home city at 
heart, can put our thumbs to our noses and 
wiggle our fingers at any old octopus corpora- 
tion-owned water company extant. 

Don’t pass this subject up lightly, but think 
it over and study it. That is your duty, if you 
are a citizen, and should be your pleasure.
